July 15 (f» -The 
nation’s total production of goods 
and services passed the “ m agic” 
400-billion-dollar 
annual 
rate 
in 
the final quarter of 1955 and rose 
to an even higher rate of $403,400,- 
000.000 a y ear in the opening quar­ 
te r of 19.56, the governm ent re ­ 
ported today . 
Elconomists and governm ent of­ 
ficials long have talked of the day 
when the economic pace would 
reach 
a 
400-billion-dollar-a-y ear 
rate. President Eisenhow er has 
said the nation’s economy should 
grow to 500 billion annually within 
the next 10 y ears. 
91 Billion In 193» 
The 
Com m erce 
D epartm ent’s 
revised figures for the last two 
y ears and the first quarter of 1956 
showed the Gross N ational P rod­ 
uct—GNP—alm ost doubling from 
the 209V4 billions it reached in 1946 
at the end of World W ar II. In 
19 39 the total w as just over 91 
billion dollars. 
Besides reporting a new record 
for output of goods and services, 
the July survey of current busi­ 
ness to appear soon will show that: 
Incom e R ate At New High 
N ational incom e edged upw ard 
to a new annual rate of 335 billion 
dollars the first quarter of this 
y ear com pared with 324 billion for 
the y ear 19.55 and 298» '« billion for 
1954. The 1956 first q uarter rate 
w as 500 million dollars higher than 
for the last three m onths of 1955. 
Personal incom e rose to a new 
high annual level of 317 4 billion 
dollars for the first quarter of this 
y ear, or about three billion dol­ 
lars above the last quarter of 1955. 
The new rate com pared with 306 
billion for the y ear 1955 and 287V« 
for 1954.

Unde Sam has tried it o ut and dedded ag ainst 
putting the new “ simplified” key bo ard o n his 
8 0 0 ,0 0 0 ty pewriters. That’s his finding after a test 
which indicates it wo uld require 1 0 0 ho urs o f 
instructio n and drill to co nv ert an ex perienced 
ty pist to the new sy stem. And the sy stem, in its 
try -o ut, failed to pro duce the impro v ements its 
adv o cates predicted. 
What the g o v ernment learned in its fo ur- 
mo nth test pro bably can be summed up by the o ld 
o bserv atio n abo ut the impo ssibility o f teaching o ld 
-do g s new ^icks. To reach that co nclusio n the 
g o v ernment retrained a team o f ty pists to use the 
simplified key bo ard and then pitted it ag ainst a 
g ro up o f equally skilled ty pists using the standard 
key arrang ement. 
The 35 per cent g reater o utput ex pected fro m 
the users o f the new key bo ard was no t fo rth­ 
co ming . Mo reo v er, the wo rkers using that setup 
dev elo ped into the less accurate ty ping team. 
This test was limited to ty pists who prev io usly 
had mastered the standard sy stem. Whether a test 
with ty pists who nev er knew any thing but the 
simplified sy stem mig ht sho w different results is 
undetermined. But the g o v ernment had to co nsider 
the army o f federal wo rkers who are skilled o n 
the standard key bo ard. It do esn’t feel the 1 0 0 
ho urs o f retraining is wo rthwhile—-to the g o v ern­ 
ment o r to the ty pist. 
No w the ex perienced ty pists g enerally can 
breathe a bit easier with the apparent passing o f a 
threat which must hav e disturbed the dreams o f 
many o f them. And Uncle Sam can tackle the 
cho re o f reco nv erting to the standard sy stem the 
team o f g uinea pig s he had made unlearn the 
sy stem he no w decides he’ll keep.

The I mmorality Of Neutralism 


Altho u g h Geo rg e Washing to n did say in his Farewell 
Address that the United States sho u ld av o id entang ling 
alliances with Eu ro pean co u ntries, it is histo rically 
inco rrect to say that the United States, fo r 100 o r 150 
• y ears o f its histo ry , was alway s neu tral. 


The fact o f the situatio n t$ that quite early In 
o ur histo ry . (18 23). the Mo nro e Do ctrine wai unilat­ 
erally enunciated at the iug g estlo n and with the 
blessing o f the BriUsh g o v ernment, pro claiming the 
American co ntinents clo sed to further Euro pean 
co lo nizatio n. It was an ideo lo g ical assertio n o f co nti­ 
nental independence. Prio r to that we went to war 
with. Great Britain (1812) o v er freedo m o f the seas 
and we g o t into a snarl with France during the 
French Rev o lutio n o v er the attempted infiltratio n o f 
Citizen Genet. SubsequenUy Tho mas Jefferso n bo ug ht 
the 
French po ssessio ns o n the No rth American 
co ntinent which deal went by the name o f the Lo uisi­ 
ana Purchase. 


In these activ ities, the United States was clo sely 
asso ciated with British po licy , the two natjo ns beco ming 
co o perativ e after the War o f 1812. altho u g h British po licy 
du ring the War Between the States was du bio u s fro m the 
No rthern standpo int and u nsatisfacto ry fro m the So u th­ 
ern. Had the British pro v ided the So u th with arm s and 
fo o d in ex chang e fo r co tto n, it is po ssible that the 
o u tco me o f that war mig ht hav e been different. The Jo hn 
Hay “Open Do o r Po licy ,” with reg ard to China, clearly 
o f British inspiratio n, was no t a neu tral act at all as it 
was anti-Ru ssian and desig ned to lessen Ru ssian influ ence 
in Manchu ria where the Czar was su ppo rted by France 
and Germany . Similarly , at Po rtsmo u th. New Hampshire. 
Theo do re Ro o sev elt interv ened between Japan and Ru s- 
zia, fav o ring Japan, as Wo o dro w Wilso n did at Versailles 
when the Shantu ng clau ses o f the Paris Treaty were 
co nsidered after Wo rld War I. 


This, o f co urse, is « summary and an o v er­ 
simplificatio n. but the inference that neutrality is 
mo rally justified in a co ntest between the United 
States and So v iet Russia o n the basis o f early 
American histo ry is unfo unded in fact. 
Ho w any 
natio n ean be n member o f the United Natio ns and 
remain neutral after the Ko rean War requires mo re 
ex planatio n than has y et appeared any where. 


Jo hn 
Fo ster Du lles 
has raised this po int v ery 
emphatically and calls attentio n to the fact that the 
United Natio ns Charter clearly o ppo ses the interpo sitio n 
o f o ne natio n in the affairs o f ano ther as So v iet Ru ssia 
and Red China hav e interpo sed in the affairs o f many 
natio ns. Du lles said, referring to the pro hibitio n o n inter­ 
po sitio n in the Mo nro e Do ctrine: 
That principle has no w been ex tended. Its bro adest 
applicatio n is fo u nd in the United Natio ns Charter. Bu t, 
becau se v eto po wer makes United Natio ns actio n u nde­ 
pendable, many natio ns hav e made with each o ther 
treaties which embo dy the principle o f the Mo nro e 
Do ctrine. 
Within the last 10 y ears the United States, 
alway s acting in a bipartisan manner, has made su ch 
treaties with 42 co u ntries o f America, Eu ro pe and Asia. 
"These treaties abo lish, as between the parties, the 
principle o f neu trality , which pretends that a natio n can 
best g ain safety fo r itself by being indifferent to the 
fate o f o thers. This has increasing ly beco me an o bso lete 
co nceptio n and. ex cept u nder v ery ex ceptio nal circu m­ 
stances, it is an immo ral and sho rtsig hted co nceptio n. . . ” 


That is a clear and indubitably accurate state­ 
ment o f the case and if it is no t, then it is difficult to 
A 
ex plain what the United States is do ing in the United 
S Natio ns at all. If that univ ersal bo dy is no t g uided 
by mo ral principles but is o nly co ncerned with 
prag matic sanctio ns, then it canno t lo ng ex ist because 
It will pro duce war amo ng its members and will 
Itself be killed by war. 
Surely the United States 
canno t lo ng be a member o f a bo dy which reco g nizes 
that a natio n ex cluded fro m It fo r whatev er reaso n 
can succeed in sho o ting its way into it by whatev er 
pro cess. 


This is really the issu e o v er the qu estio n o f seating 
Fed China. 
Had that co u ntry no t interv ened in the 
Ko rean War. which the United Natio ns had made its 
war, there wo u ld hav e been little ex cu se fo r keeping that 
co u ntry o u t o f the United Natio ns o n the so le g ro u nd 
that it is a Co mmu nist co u ntry when so many Co mmu ­ 
nist co u ntries are members o f that bo dy . By its interv en­ 
tio n in the Ko rean War. Red China declared its o ppo sitio n 
to the United Natio ns and then held ho stag es to fo rce 
Its way into that bo dy . This is a mo rally impo ssible 
po sitio n.

There o ccu rred here last week 
an ev ent as histo ric in its way as 
the battle which is Getty sbu rg 's 
chief indu stry .

Ho arseness may be the o nly 
sy mpto m o f a serio u s infectio n o r 
disease o f the lary nx . When the 
co nditio n lasts o nly a week o r 10 
day s there is no need fo r co ncern, 
bu t when it persists, see y o u r phy ­ 
sician. 
The lary nx mu st be ex amined 
to determine the cau se. This is 
no t easy becau se the v o ice bo x , 
lo cated in the reg io n o f the Adam's 
apple, g o es aro u nd to o many co r­ 
ners to be seen merely by shining 
a lig ht in the mo u th and asking 
the patient to say . "Ah.” A special 
m irro r is needed o r better, the 
lary ng o sco pe. 


Bu t y o u r phy sicians mu st kno w 
what to lo o k fo r and be able to 
reco g nize disease o f the lary nx 
when he sees it. Mo st medical 
men, inclu ding my self, hav e no t 
lo o ked do wn eno u g h thro ats to be 
co mpetent alo ng this line. As a 
resu lt we prefer to direct patients 
with persistent ho arseness to an 
ear, no se, and thro at specialist. 


Ho w is the itch 


Cancer o f the lary nx is no t th« 
o nly o rig in o f persistent ho arse­ 
ness bu t it is the first to be co n­ 
sidered. 
When 
diag no sed 
early 
there is a 95 per cent chance o f 
cu re, which indicates that no o ne 
sho u ld ev er allo w ho rseness to 
co ntinu e lo ng er than three o r fo u r 
weeks. 


The co nditio n is remedied by 
remo v ing the inv o lv ed seg ment o f 
the v o cal co rd and no w and then 
the entire v o ice bo x mu st be dis­ 
sected.

Uncle Sam, Typing 
And The Status Quo 


Uncle Sam has tried it out and decided against 
putting the new “simplified” keyboard on his 
800.000 typewriters. T hat’s his finding after a test 
which indicates it would require IOO hours of 
instruction and drill to convert an experienced 
typist to the new system. And the system, in its 
try-out, failed to produce the improvements its 


advocates predicted. 
What the government learned in its four- 
month test probably can be summed up by the old 
observation about the impossibility of teaching old 
ttogs n e \/^ jic k s . 
To reach that conclusion the 
government reirained a team of typists to use the 
simplified keyboard and then pitted it against a 
group of equally skilled typists using the standard 
key arrangem ent. 
The 35 per cent greater output expected from 
the users of the new keyboard was not forth­ 
coming. Moreover, the workers using that setup 
developed into the less accurate typing team. 
This test was limited to typists who previously 
had mastered the standard system. W'hether a test 
with typists who never knew anything but the 
simplified system might show different results is 
undeterm ined. But the government had to consider 
the arm y of federal workers who are skilled on 
the standard keyboard. 
It doesn’t feel the IOO 
hours of retraining is worthwhile— to the govern­ 
ment or to the typist. 
N ow the experienced typists generally can 
breathe a bit easier with the apparent passing o f a 
threat which must have disturbed the dream s of 
many o f them. 
And Uncle Sam can tackle the 
chore o f reconverting to the standard system the 
team o f guinea pigs he had made unlearn the 
system he now decides he ll keep.

The Immorality Of Neutralism 


Although George W ashington did say in his Farew ell 
Address that the United States should avoid entangling 
alliances 
with 
European 
countries, 
it is 
historically 
Incorrect to say that the United States, for IOO or 130 
C years of its history, was alw ays neutral. 


The fart of the situation 1$ that quite early In 
our history 41*231, the Monroe Dot trine was unilat­ 
erally enunciated at the suggestion and with tho 
blessing of the British government, proclaiming tho 
American continents closed 
to further 
European 
colonization. It was an ideological assertion of conti­ 
nental independence. Prior to that we went to war 
with, Great Britain (1*12) over freedom of the seas 
and we got into a snarl with France during the 
French Revolution over the attempted infiltration of 
Citizen Genet. Subsequently Thomas Jefferson bought 
the 
French 
possessions 
on 
the 
North 
American 
continent which deal went by the name of the Louisi­ 
ana Purchase. 


In these activities, the United States was closely 
associated with British policy, the two nations becoming 
cooperative after the W ar of 1812, although British policy 
during the War Between the States was dubious from the 
N orthern standpoint and unsatisfactory from the South­ 
ern. Had the British provided the South with arm s and 
food in exchange for cotton, it is possible that the 
outcom e of that war might have been different. The John 
Hay “ Open Door Policy,” with regard to China, clearly 
of British inspiration, was not a neutral act at all as it 
was anti-Russian and designed to lessen Russian influence 
in M anchuria where the Czar was supported by F rance 
and G erm any. Sim ilarly, at Portsm outh. New H am pshire. 
Theodore Roosevelt intervened between Japan and R us­ 
sia, favoring Japan, as Woodrow Wilson did at V ersailles 
when the Shantung clauses of the P aris T reaty w ere 
considered after World W ar I, 


This, of course, is a summarv and an over­ 
simplification. hut the inference that neutrality is 
morally justified in a contest between the United 
States and Soviet Russia on 
the 
basis of early 
American history is unfounded in fact. 
How any 
nation tan be a member of the United Nations and 
remain neutral after the Korean War requires more 
explanation than has yet appeared anywhere. 


John 
Foster 
Dulles 
has 
raised 
this 
point 
very 
em phatically and calls attention to the fact that the 
United Nations C harter clearly opposes the interposition 
of one nation in the affairs of another as Soviet Russia 
and Red China have interposed in the affairs of m any 
nations. Dulles said. referring to the prohibition on inter­ 
position in the Monroe Doctrine: 
T hat principle has now been extended. Its broadest 
application is found in the United Nations C harter. But, 
because veto power m akes United Nations action unde­ 
pendable, many nations have m ade with each other 
treaties which embody the principle of the 
Monroe 
D octrine. 
Within the last IO years the United States, 
alw ays acting in a bipartisan m anner, has m ade such 
treaties with 42 countries of America, Europe and Asia. 
“ These treaties abolish, as between the parties, the 
principle of neutrality, which pretends that a nation can 
best gain safety for itself by being indifferent to the 
fate of others. This has increasingly become an obsolete 
conception and. except under very exceptional circum* 
itances, it is an im m oral and shortsighted conception.. 


That is a clear and indubitably aecurate state­ 
ment of the case and if It is not, then it is difficult to 
I 
explain what the United States is doing in the United 
Nations at alt. 
lf that universal body is not guided 
by 
moral principles 
but is only concerned with 
pragmatic sanctions, then it cannot long exist because 
it will produce war among its members and will 
Itself be killed by war. 
Surely the United Stales 
cannot long he a m em ber of a body which recognizes 
that a nation excluded from It for whatever reason 
can succeed in shooting its way into it by whatever 
process. 


This is really the issue over the question of seating 
Red China. 
Had that country not intervened in the 
K orean War. which the United Nations had m ade its 
w ar, there would have been little excuse for keeping that 
country out of the United Nations on the sole ground 
th at it is a Communist country when so m any Commu­ 
nist countries are m em bers of that body. By its interven­ 
tion in the Korean War. Red China declared its opposition 
to the United Nations and then held hostages to force 
its way into that body. 
This is a m orally impossible 
position.

Ac­ 
tually they used most of the Hen­ 
nings Bill. But as soon as the head­ 
lines died down. Johnson’s enthu­ 
siasm

Behind the closed doors of the 
Senate 
D em ocratic

m ittee. however, Hennings rem ind­ 
ed Johnson that it was tim e to 
vote on the honest elections bill.

He was visibly thinner, and as 
one onlooker w hispered,“ You can 
see he's been through som ething.” 
But his color w as ruddy, and his 
whole m anner as cheerful and ca­ 
sual as his tweedy, country squire 
attire. He stepped into G latfelter 
Hall, and that was the end of scene 
one.

The former Baltimore public 
works director who was recently 
named chief engineer of the Anne 
Arundel County Sanitary Commis­ 
sion spoke yesterday to the 6th 
annual convention of the Maryland 
State Assn. of County Commis­ 
sioners. 
“ The design of a school building 
is an individual, isolated problem 
to be worked out by the particular 
community, on the basis of its 
particular needs, to serve the local 
uses which may be desirable, in­ 
cluding in some cases many things 
besides teaching classes,” Holland 
saA.

signed school as “ one which fits

educationally, 
aesthetically
